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Nebraska  Celebrates  Keelboat  Nickel  at  Site  of  First  Lewis  and  Clark  Tribal 

Council 

Fort  Atkinson  State  Historical  Park,  Nebraska-  Staged  on  a  full-scale  replica  of  the 
keelboat  that  carried  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  through  the  rivers  of  the  Louisiana 
Territory,  United  States  Mint  officials  joined  Lt.  Governor  David  Heineman  and  the 
Nebraska  Lewis  &  Clark  Bicentennial  Commission  in  a  celebration  of  the  new  Keelboat  5- 
cent  com  (nickel).  The  nickel,  which  features  Lewis  and  Clark's  keelboat  in  full  sail  on  the 
reverse  (tails  side),  is  the  second  design  of  the  United  States  Mint's  Westward  Journey 
Nickel  Series commemorating  the  historic  journey  The  coin  goes  into  circulation 
nationwide  this  month. 

Today's  celebration  took  place  on  the  site  of  the  first  Lewis  and  Clark  Tribal  Council,  held 
exactly  200  years  ago.  On  August  3, 1804,  Lewis  and  Clark  met  with  members  of  the  Oto 
and  Missouri  tribes,  the  first  of  such  gatherings  they  would  hold  with  American  Indians 
whom  they  encountered  along  the  trail  Lewis  and  Clark  also  recommended  the  site  as  a 
military  outpost,  and  in  1819,  it  became  Fort  Atkinson.  The  full-scale  keelboat  replica 
used  in  today's  celebration  was  constructed  by  acclaimed  boatwright  Butch  Bouvier. 

A  parade  of  local  area  Boy  Scouts  opened  the  celebration,  accompanied  by  the  Lewis  & 
Clark  Fife  and  Drum  Corps.  The  ceremony  was  hosted  by  Ron  Hull  of  the  Nebraska 
Lewis  &  Clark  Bicentennial  Commission  and  featured  remarks  by  Lt.  Governor 
Heineman;  historian  Gary  Moulton;  and  Gloria  Eskridge,  Associate  Director  for  Sales  and 
Marketing  at  the  United  States  Mint  The  celebration  was  capped  by  a  nickel  exchange 
held  with  the  assistance  of  a  local  bank.  Children  who  attended  received  a  free  nickel. 

The  new  Keelboat  nickel  design,  rendered  by  United  States  Mint  sculptor/engraver  Al 
Maletsky,  features  an  angled,  side-view  of  the  keelboat  with  full  sail  that  transported 
members  of  the  expedition  and  their  supplies  in  search  of  a  northwest  passage  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean.  Captains  Meriwether  Lewis  and  William  Clark  are  in  full  uniform  in  the 
bow  Built  to  the  specifications  of  Captain  Lewis,  the  55-foot  craft  could  be  sailed,  rowed, 
poled  like  a  raft,  or  towed  from  the  riverbank. 

The  United  States  Mint  released  the  first  com  of  the  2004  Westward  Journey  Nickel 
Series,  featuring  the  Peace  Medal  reverse  design,  on  March  1,  2004 

On  April  23,  2003,  President  Bush  signed  into  law  legislation  authorizing  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasury  to  change  the  design  of  the  nickel  through  2005  to  commemorate  the 
bicentennials  of  the  Louisiana  Purchase  and  the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition  A  likeness 
of  Jefferson  will  remain  on  the  obverse  throughout  the  nickel  series,  and  his  home  at 
Monticello  will  return  to  the  reverse  in  2006,  although  both  may  not  be  the  likenesses  of 
Jefferson  and  Monticello  seen  up  until  2004. 

The  nickel  bearing  the  likeness  of  Thomas  Jefferson  on  the  obverse  (heads  side)  and 
Monticello  on  the  reverse  (tails  side)  was  first  issued  in  1938.  Felix  Schlag  won  a  design 
contest  for  the  Jefferson  nickel  from  among  nearly  400  artists  and  was  awarded  $1 ,000 
for  his  design.

1.  When  did  coins  replace  stones,  cattle,  and  other  early  forms  of  money? 

Metal  in  many  shapes  and  sizes  was  used  for  money  long  before  coins  started  making  the  rounds 
Today  we  know  about  two  groups  of  people  who,  thousands  of  years  ago,  started  making  objects 
similar  to  what  we  call  coins  They  stamped  pieces  of  metal  with  weights  (values)  and  other 
marks  This  way  they  didn't  need  to  weigh  the  metal  each  time  it  was  used  to  buy  something 

Who  were  these  first  com  creators?  We've  long  known  that  around  600  -  700  B,C  ,  people  from 
Lydia  (part  of  what  is  now  Turkey)  started  stamping  the  royal  emblem  of  a  lion's  head  onto  pieces 
of  electrum  They  got  this  alloy  of  gold  and  silver  from  the  banks  of  Lydia's  rivers  And  recently, 
we've  discovered  that  even  earlier  (about  1000  B  C  )  people  in  China  made  bronze  coins  [TOP] 

2.  What  name  should  you  call  a  coin  collector? 

Numismatist'  (Pronounced  new-miss-ma-tist  )  This  tongue-twister  of  a  word  makes  a  rich  addition 
to  your  vocabulary  It  means  "someone  who  studies  and  collects  things  that  are  used  as  money, 
including  coins,  tokens,  paper  bills,  and  medals "  [TOP] 

3.  Who  was  the  first  person  to  collect  coins? 

Just  think  of  the  month  of  August,  and  it's  easy  to  remember  this  answer  The  earliest  recorded 
com  collection  belonged  to  Augustus  Caesar,  the  first  emperor  of  Rome  He  lived  from  63  B  C  to 
A.D  14,  and  the  eighth  month  of  our  year  is  named  after  him 

Not  only  did  Augustus  keep  adding  coins  to  his  collection,  but  he  also  gave  them  as  gifts 
Following  his  lead,  many  of  the  Roman  emperors  who  ruled  after  Augustus  also  had  large  com 
collections  The  hobby  became  even  more  popular  during  the  Middle  Ages,  when  wealthy 
individuals  and  royal  families  built  awesome  collections  [TOP] 

4.  How  much  new  change  does  the  U  S.  Mint  make  each  year? 

Each  year,  the  Mint  makes  between  14-20  billion  circulating  coins.  These  new  pennies,  nickels, 
dimes,  quarters,  and  half  dollars  are  all  made  at  the  Philadelphia  and  Denver  mints  Soon  the  new 
Sacagawea  dollar  will  be  added  to  this  collection  [TOP] 

5.  How  long  does  the  average  coin  last,  and  what  happens  to  worn-out  coins? 

Most  coins  can  circulate  for  about  25  years  before  they  become  too  worn  to  be  used  anymore 
That's  a  long  time  when  you  consider  that  the  average  dollar  lasts  for  only  18  months 

The  U  S  Mint  recycles  worn-out  coins  it  receives  from  a  Federal  Reserve  Bank  The  Mint  then 
sends  any  usable  metal  that's  recovered  to  a  fabricator,  who  turns  it  into  coinage  strips  for  new 
coins  [TOP] 


6  What  is  green  slime,  and  why  should  I  fear  it? 

Green  slime  is  as  nasty  as  it  sounds'  As  a  collector  it's  one  of  your  worst  enemies  It  will  take  a 
valuable  com  and  turn  it  into  a  sticky,  worthless  mess  Green  slime  is  a  chemical  that's  used  to 
make  plastics  softer,  and  its  real  name  is  as  horrible  as  what  it  does  to  coins  polyvinylchloride 
(PVC) 

How  does  PVC  attack  coins’  By  lurking  in  some  of  the  flips  and  other  holders  used  to  store  coins. 
Over  time,  the  sticky  film  spreads  from  the  container  to  your  com,  eating  into  its  surface  You 
NEVER  want  to  store  your  coins  m  anything  made  with  PVC  [TOP] 

7  What's  worth  more  -  a  coin  or  its  metal? 

Nearly  always,  circulating  coins  are  worth  more  than  the  metal  they  are  made  from  in  fact,  coins  - 
especially  old-dated  ones  -  can  be  worth  a  great  deal  more  if  they  are  m  "mint  condition,"  [TOPJ 

8.  When  should  you  not  add  a  bright  and  shiny  coin  to  your  collection? 

When  it's  been  buffed  or  whizzed'  A  buffed  com  is  one  that's  been  polished  to  make  it  look  like  an 
uncirculated  or  proof  com  A  whizzed  com  has  been  wire  brushed  or  burnished,  often  on  a  wheel, 
for  the  same  reason  The  problem  with  buffing  and  whizzing  is  that  they  wear  down  the  coin’s 
original  surface,  reducing  its  value  [TOP] 

9.  What  makes  a  coin  valuable? 

Age  rarity,  condition,  and  precious  metal  all  affect  how  much  a  collectible  com  is  worth  The  value 
of  any  one  com  can  be  surprising  For  example,  you  can  buy  some  Roman  coins  that  are  more 
than  ■'500  years  old  tor  less  than  $10  But  then  there  are  some  worn  1909  wheat  pennies  that  sell 
for  hundreds  of  dollars' 

As  a  general  rule,  the  harder  a  com  is  to  find  and  the  more  people  who  want  it,  the  more  it's  worth. 
This  IS  known  as  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  It  holds  true  no  matter  what  the  collectible  [TOP] 

10.  What  kind  of  grades  do  coins  get? 

Not  A's,  B's,  C's  or  even  F's  Coins  have  their  own  grading  system,  which  describes  how  much  - 
or  how  little  -  wear  and  tear  they  have  U  S  coins  are  graded  with  a  scale  created  by  the 
American  Numismatic  Association  (ANA),  a  non-profit  group  created  m  1891  and  chartered  by 
Congress  since  1912  The  lowest  grade  on  this  scale  is  About  Good-3,  the  highest  is  Perfect 
Uncirculated-70  [TOP] 
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United  States  Mint  Coins  Win  Coveted  Coin  of  the  Year  Awards 

WASHINGTON  -  The  United  States  Mint  announced  today  that  two  coins,  the  2002  Ohio 
commemorative  quarter-dollar  coin  and  the  2002  United  States  Military  Academy 
(USMA)  Bicentennial  Commemorative  Com,  won  2004  "Com  of  the  Year"  (COTY) 
awards. 

The  Ohio  commemorative  quarter-dollar  coin  won  the  competition  in  the  Most  Historically 
Significant  category,  which  recognizes  coins  that  best  reflect  landmark  achievements  in 
areas  such  as  science,  technology  and  social  development  that  occurred  more  that  50 
years  ago.  The  USMA  Bicentennial  Commemorative  Com  won  in  the  Best  Crown 
category,  which  recognizes  dollar-sized  silver  coins  approximately  20  to  30  grams  in 
weight  and  33  to  42  millimeters  in  diameter. 

"We  are  very  proud  that  our  coins  have  received  this  great  honor,"  said  United  States 
Mint  Director  Henrietta  Holsman  Fore,  after  the  awards  were  announced  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  Convention  in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania 

The  COTY  award,  sponsored  by  Krause  Publications'  World  Coin  News,  recognizes 
mints  around  the  world  for  excellence  in  craftsmanship,  practicality,  and  general  coin 
appeal.  COTY,  the  brainchild  of  Russell  Rulau  of  Krause  Publications,  was  launched  in 
1983  and  has  been  presented  annually  since  1984.  An  international  panel  of 
approximately  30  professional  numismatists  and  experts  in  the  field  gathers  each  year  to 
judge  com  submissions  from  the  various  mints.  Entries  span  a  two-year  production 
period,  allowing  wider  participation  of  countries  that  do  not  issue  coins  regularly. 

The  United  States  Mint  has  received  COTY  awards  in  the  past  for  its  1982  George 
Washington  Commemorative  Silver  Half-Dollar,  which  was  cited  as  Coin  of  the  Year, 
Most  Popular,  and  Most  Historically  Significant;  the  1986  Statue  of  Liberty  $5  Gold  Coin, 
cited  as  Coin  of  the  Year  and  Most  Popular,  2001  American  Buffalo  Com 
Commemorative  Coin,  named  as  Most  Popular;  and  the  2002  Leif  Ericson 
Commemorative  Coin,  honored  as  Coin  of  the  Year  and  Most  Historically  Significant 
Coin.
